30,000 INDIAN TROOPS 
UN WAY: 200,000 MEN 
ENLIST IN. ENGLAND 


Prime Minister Asquith Says Nations 
Have Entered on Long War and 
That All Resources of Men Must 
Be Available—Blames Kaiser for 
Conflict. .

LONDON, Sept. 4—Premier Asquith said today that 30,000 
native troops from India already were on their way to the battle 
fields of France, and that enlistments in Earl Kitchener’s new 
armies already number between 250,000 and 300,000 men. 

The Prime Minister spoke before a meeting in historic Guild 
Hall, where means to encourage enlistment were devised. 

Referring to the Indian troops, Premier Asquith said that two 
divisions of that magnificent army were on their way. Their as- 
sociation with the Home and the Dominion troops, he declared. 
would maintain the flag which symbolizes ‘unity and which no arms 
could dissever or dishonor. . 

He made an appeal to noncommissioned officers to return to 
the army and offer their services. The Premier said his appeal 
was addressed as much to employers as to the men who should 
be assured reinstatement in their positions on their return. 

As to the progress of the war, the Premier declared that in his 
judgment in whatever direction he looked, there was abundant 
grounds for pride and comfort. 

‘“T will not say more,”’ he said, ‘‘because I think we should 
bear in mind that we are at the present time watching the fluectu- 
ations of fortune in the early stages of what is going to be a pro- 
tracted struggle.

“Beginning of the End.’ 

The Times correspondent in Petro-] 
grad sends the following under date of 
Thursday: 

‘Information telegraphed by the head- 
quarters staff today encourages the 
hope that the victory at Lemberg is 
only the beginning of the end. The re- 
treat of such an enormous force, re- 
liably estimated at eight army corps, 
(about 300,000), taken in conjunction with 
the rout of the army which was to serve 
screen.to their defeat, already 
spells disaster complete and overwhelm 
in. Information obtained by the War 
Office shows that the garrison has al- 
ready been preparing positions at Grun-

“The fall of Lemoerg which is the 
junction of eight important railway 
lines, renders the Russians absolute 
masters of the whole of Eastern Gali- 
cia.””

About 120 miles north of Rus- 
sian territory the attacks failed and the 
Russians assumed the offensive, the 
Austrian army retiring southward ard 
receiving terrible punishment from the 
pursuing Russians. 

Entrenchments Behind Lemberg. 
The next day the Russian army moved 

forward along the whole 20-mile front 
to about 40 miles southeast of Lemberg 
All along the line the Russians at- 
tacked vigorously, and when the second 
Austrian army, which was posted east 
of Lemberg, broke and fled, the Rus- 
sians captured in the immediate vicinity 
of Lemberg a score of guns. The for- 
ward movement of the Russians con- 
tinued without interruption. The Aus- 
trians have entrenched in a strong po- 
sition west of Lemberg at ,Gorodsk, 18 
miles back, upon which to retire when 
forced past Lemberg. 

Of the magnitude of the Russian vic- 
tory before Lemberg there can be no 
cuestion, the correspondent adds. The 
Austrian forces amounted to no less 
than 203.600 men with 500 artiiers 
pieces.

—the semicircle will be Russian Poland, 
while north and east German Prussia 
and south and east Austrian Galicia wil) 
half surround the Russian Polish terri- 
tory. At the nearest point to Berlin, 
that is, at the westernmost point in the 
semicircle, just east of Posen, the Rus- 
sian frontier is not more than 200 miles 
from the German. capital. 

The natural expectation, then, might 
have been, in fact was, that Ruasie 
would at once send a huge army to 
Posen and on to Berlin. But for mili- 
tary reasons this was wholly imprac- 
ticable. 

Mobilized Far Back. 

So long as the Germans held Past 
Prussia, the Austrians Galicia, their 
armies, advancing south and north, re- 
spectively, would cut such a Russian 
advance off from Rugsian territory and 
envelope and surround it. 

Because of this fact Russian mobiliza- 
tion began, not in Russian territory 
nearest Posen, that is nearest to Ber- 
lin, but far back, almost exactly on the 
line between Memel and Cuzernowitz, 
while it was left to Warsaw and a 
number of other fortresses west of this 
mobilization line to hold back any Aus- 
tro-German attempt to occupy Russian 
Poland, which was defended only by 
covering troops. 

Now, consider what has happened. 
First of all, we had a Russian advance 
toward Koenigsberg, which is just south 
of Memel; the investment of the city 
and the rapid flowing west of Russian 
troops moving on, with the Baltic on 
their flank, to clear East Prussia of 
German troops. Despite reverses about 
Allenstein, it appears that the movement 
is still going on. 

As compared with the southern move- 
ment, it is a smaller operation, for Ger- 
many has really few soldiers to spare on 
the East. 

Both Bound for Berlin, 

Turning to the south, now, it will be 
noted that the great Russian army com- 
ing west on a line between Czernowitz 
at.d Lemberg has met and defeated the 
Austrian army, driving it west and 
north, back of its final line of intrench- 
ments along the San and Vistula Rivers 
Thus it will be seen that one army is 
moving toward Berlin from the north- 
cest, with the Baltic on ite right flank. 
through East Prussia, the other toward 
Berlin, with the Carpathians on its left. 

There remains the center. But this 
must conform to the wings, consequently | 


vrasion which had its right on the Baltic,‘ 


the Russian center ig not yet west of 
Warsaw—and the Russian territory be- 
tween Warsaw and the German frontier 
is practically empty of troops. Taking 
advantage of this, German and Austrian 
forces have pushed into Poland, and 
penetrated to Lods and toward Lublin. 
If they continue east. they must pres- 
ently meet the Russian center, but if 
Russian success on their flanks con- 
tinue, they must fall back to avoid dis- 
aster. 

In a large way, then, it is possible 
to think of this enormous Russian 
army marching straight west toward 
Berlin, one to flank on the moun- 
tains, the other on the sea, both 
flanks in the enemy’s territory, but 
the center still in Russia, ahd con- 
fronted by an invading force of Aus- 
trians and Germans. 

Vistula Fortified. 

Having invested Koenigsberg, and ta- 
ken Lemberg, the Russian flanks must 
now face two very serious obstacies. 
Moving west in Eastern Prussia, they 
will presently come to the Vistula, 
which is defended by very strong for- 
tresses from Danzig to Thorn, through 
Graudensz. 

Moving west thro Galicia, they 
will encounter the beatén Austrian army 
drawn up behind the Vistula and the 
Sau Rivers, their right resting on the 
Carpathians, their left on the Vistula, 
the center on the strong fortress of 
Przemysl. Meantime, their center will 
encounter the Austro-Ruasian invaders 
west of Warsaw. 

If they are victorious in Galicia, where 
their main forces are, and where the 
bulk of all the Austrian military force 
cepposes them, then all Galicia will be 
lost, the center of the Austro-German 
defense will have to retire, being out- 
flanked, and the German flank on the 
Vistula will also be worthless, because 
Russia will be west of the Vistula wita 
her center and left. 


Line of Russian Advance 
Presuming this success, it will then be 


possible for Russian forces to advance, 
the main army in Galicia down the val- 
ley of the Oder through Silesia, its 
flank on the Bohemian mountains, its 
center facing Posen, its left resting on 
the Baltic by Danzig, and the whole 
battle line will be within German terri- 
tory, except for such troops as are de- 
tached to protect the passes of the 
mountains to the west, through which 
detachments of the defeated Austrians 
may retreat. 

But if the Austrians about Przemys]l 
are able to resist the advance of the vic- 
torious Ruasians, then the whole of- 
fensive comes to a standstill, and must 
wait yntil enough Russian troops can 
be brought up to carry this line, which 
is one of very great military strength. 
A second Austrian defeat may well de- 
stroy the whole army, but a Russian 
reverse, or even temporary repulse, 
would probably mean the delay of the 
Russian advance until] the first crisis in 
France had long passed. 

To follow the Russian operations, it 
is easiest and simplest to think of a 
battle front from the Baltic to the 
Carpathians, moving steadily west to- 
ward Berlin, the distance between the 
two extremities shortening steadily. 
Neither in Hast Prussia nor in Galicia 
has the front yét come squarely against 
the first line of defense, but tn Galicia 
it seems to have soundly beaten an Aus- 
trian effort to check it in the field east 
of the Sau and Vistula rivers, and about 
Lemberg. ; 

The great problem now must be 
whether the reverse has shaken the 
morale of the Aus army. If it has, 
the next battle may decide the course 
of the European war in the Fiest. 


As to a possible diversion toward Vi- 
enna, this becomes possible now that 
the fall of Lemberg opens passes in the 
Carpathians, but it is unlikely—for Vi- 
enna is off the road, and the success 
of the allies must be before Berlin. Ag 
to the possibility of the transport of 
Russians from Archangel to Ostend, it 
again is possible—~an unexpected demon- 
stration of what sea power means—but 
it remains to be proved, and until then 
hardly credible.

Continuing, Premier Asquith detailed 
the heroic efforts of the Belgian forces. 
He mentioned the siege of Liege and 
enumerated countless autrages on the 
part of what he termed ‘‘buccaneering 
adventurera” He declared that the 
greatest crime against civilization was 
the sacking of Louvain. 

‘This shameless holocaust,’ the Pre- 
mier continued, ‘‘was performed by 
blind barbarian vengeance.

The British Prime Minister declared 
that the invasion of Belgium was the 
first step in a greater.policy to crush 
the freedom and. autonomy of the free 
states of Europe.

“Not a single colleague in the Cab- 
inet repented the decision which had 
passed from one of diplomacy to one 
of honor,” he declared.

LONDON, Aug. 27.—Reports reach Lon- 
den from Liverpool that England has 
placed more than 98,000 Russian troops 
in France by means of transports sent 
north of the Scandinavian Peninsula to 
Finland, where the Cossacks embarked 
and were sefely landed at French ports. 

Because of the mines in the Baltic and 
North Seas, and the presence of the 
German fleet, it has been regarded as 
impossible for Russia to reach France 
except by marching through Germany. 
A constant stream of empty ships has 
been moving south from Liverpool ever 
since the declaration of war, but there 
had been no observation of ships north- 
ward bound and the rumor that England 
has helped Russians into France has 
given rise to much speculation as to 
where the ships sailed from. 

However, the secrecy which surround 
ed the movement of the-expeditionary 
army was so complete that the public 
is willing to belleve the English Gov: 
ernment has it within its power to con- 
ceal any movement. 


Mauretania Passengers Say Russians 
Were Sent te Ostend. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 4-—A Russian 
army of 72,000 men, transported from 
Archangel, the most northern part of 
Kussia, was landed at Aberdeen, on the 
east coast of Scotland, on the night of 
Aug. 77, according to officers and pas- 
sengers of the Cunard liner Mavure- 
tania, which reached New York yes- 
terday. From Aberdeen the troops, it 
is said, were conveyed on special trains 
tc Harwich, Grimsby and Dover, where 
transports were waiting to convey them 
to Ostend, Belgium. 

Every precaution wags taken by the 
niilitary authorities to keep the trans- 
portation of the foreign soldiers through 
England from becoming known, and the 
service on the east coast railway lines 
was suspended during the 17 hours the 
troup trains were on the journey. 


German Shells ula Parkes 
St. Rombold Church at Malines 


LONDON, Sept. 4—A dispatch to the 
Reuter Telegram Co. from Amsterdam 
says: 

“The bombardment of Malines yester- 
day lasted two hours, nearly 200 shrap- 
nel exploding in the town. Much dam- 
age was done. The church (the famous 
Cathedral of St. Rombold) is ruins and 
its beautiful stained-glass windows and 
its famous chimes are destroyed. 

‘Fortunately many of the works of 
art were saved. The historical religious 
shrine in St. Rombold’s had been taken 
to Wavre, while Rubens’ paintings, ‘The 
Adoration of the Kings’ and ‘The Crucl- 
fixion,’ in the Church of St. Jean, had 
been removed by motor cars to Ant- 
werp. 

“The gateway and the chimes of St 
Rombold’s were totally ruined.” 


Of the several ancient and historic re- 
ligious edifices in Malines, the Cathedral 
of St. Rombold, begun in the thirteenth 
century and completed in 1312, was the 
most famous. Its spire, rising to a 
height of 318 feet, housed what was con- 
sidered the finest and most complete 
set of chimes in Belgium. Among the 
many paintings decorating the _ trans- 
cripts was Van Dyck’s famous ‘“Cruci- 
fixion,” said by experts to be the finest 
of the master’s works.

to steady and sustain the financial 
operations of the country’s business. 

If the Treasury is known, or even 
thought, to be weak, where will be 
our peace of mind? The whole valid- 
ity of the country would be chilled 
‘and demoralized. Just now the 
pecullarly difficult financial prob- 
lems of the moment are being suc- 
cessfully dealt with, with great self- 


possession and good sense and very 
sound judgment; but they are only 
in process of being worked out. If 
the process of solution is to be com- 
pleted, no one must be given reason 
to doubt the solidity and adequacy of 
the Treasury of the Government 
which stands behind the whole meth- 
od by which our difficulties are being 
met and handled. 

“The Treasury itself could get 
along for a considerable period, no 
doubt, without immediate resort to 
new sources of taxation. But at 
what cost to the business of the com- 
munity? Approximately $75,000,000, 
a large part of the present Treasury 
balance, is now on deposit with na- 
tional banks distributed throughout 
the country. It is deposited, of 
course, on call. I need not point out 
to you what the probable consequences 
of inconvenience and _ distress and 
confusion would be if the diminishing 
income of the Treasury should make 
it necessary rapidly to withdraw 
these deposits. And yet without ad- 
ditional revenue that plainly might 
become necessary and the time when 
it became necessary could not be con- 
trolled or determined by the conveni- 
ence of the business of the country. 
It would have to be determined by 
the operations and necessities of the 
Treasury itself. Such risks are not 


j necessary and ought not to be run. 


We cannot too scrupulously or care- 
fully safeguard a financial situation 
which is at best, while war continues 
in. Europe, difficult and abnormal}. 
Hesitation and delay are the worst 
forms of bad policy under such con- 
ditions. . 
Country Is Able to Pay. 

“And we ought not to borrow. We 
ought to resort to taxation, however, we 
may regret the necessity of putting ad- 
ditional temporary burdens on our peo- 
ple. To sell bonds would be to make a 
most untimely and unjustifiable demand 
on the money market; untimely, because 
this is manifestly not the time to witi- 
draw working capital from other usé«s 
to pay the Government’s bills; unjusii- 
fiable because unnecessary. The. coun- 
try is able to pay any just and reason- 
able taxes without distress. And to 
every other form of borrowing, wheth- 
er for long periods or for short, there 
is the same objection. These are nox 
the circumstances; there is at this par- 
ticular moment and in this particular 
exigency not the market to borrow 
large sums of money. What we are 
seeking is to ease and assist every 
financial transaction, not to add a sia- 
gle additiona! embarrassment to the 
situation. The people of this country 
are both ‘intelligent and profoundly 
patriotic. They are ready to meet the 
present conditions in the right way and 
to support the Government with gener- 
ous self-denial. They know and under- 
stand and will be intolerant only of 
those who dodge responsibility or arc 
not frank with them. ; 

“The occasion is not of our own mak- 
ing.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Keen resent- 
ment is shown by Ambassador von Bern- 
storff and other members of the German 
embassy over published charges in New 
York that the war bulletins given out at 
the embassy had been ‘‘doctored”’ or 
**faked.”’ 

Ambassador von Bernstorff declined to 
Cignify the charge beyond saying that 
the telegrams had been received by him 
from the Sayville wireless station and 
had been made public. 

Members of the embassy staff, how- 
ever, willingly produced copies of all of 
the dispatches which the embassy has 
given out as coming from the Berlin 
Government. In each instance, the dis- 
patch was on the Postal Telegraph & 
Cable Co.’s forms, dated from Sayville, 
L I., and marked “cable count,’’ show- 
ing that the charge had been computed 
on a cable basis. 

Signed by German Official. 

Each of the messages was signed by 
Hammann, the official assigned by the 
German Foreign Office to send bulletins 
to the German embassies wherever they 
can be reached. 

A comparison of the messages on the 
telegraph blanks with the bulletins is 
sued by the German embassy shows that 
the two correspond, except in so far as 
the cable abbreviation is occasionally 
filled in so as to make the meaning more 
apparent. 

Chancellor Sachse of the embassy 
cited Tuesday’s dispatch as an example 
Fie showed that the message was Sent 
from Sayville to Washington at 1:21 p 
m., over the Postal Telegraph wires and 
contained 207 words. The statement later 
issued by the embassy consisted of 209 
words, the two words added being Gen 
eral before Von Kluk and River before 
Meuse. 

Dispatches Official Documents, 

“These are official documents of the 
German Embassy received direct from 
the Bertin Foreign Office,” said 
Chancellor Sachse. “Why do they 
distrust Germany? Why didn't these 
accusers question the news which 
came at the beginning of the war 
telling of the successes of the allies? 
They see now that lies have no life, 
The German Government wouldn't 
manufacture such lies. I declare 
these telegrams tell the truth.’ 

The embassy said that all the dis- 
patches from Berlin are being sent 
direct from Sayville to Washingt»n, 
but that they were relayed from 
Washington to New York while the 


German Ambassador was in the latter 
city.

Lest Fortune in Race Ventures. 
At one time Pate was reputed to 


have several hundred thousand dol- 
lars, but he lost most of the money 
in race track ventures in St. Louis 
and Mexico after gambling houses, 
which he controlled, were closed oy 
the Johnson anti-gambling law in 
1882. There were nearly 60 indici- 
ments against him when he gave up 
the fight in St. Louis and went ;o 
Mexico to open a race track.

He was financially inter- 
ested in the Kinloch and Union race

They insist the French Gov- 
ernment must deposit in a bank money 
which the company can obtain when 
delivery is made, and negotiations to- 
ward this end are said to have been 
virtually completed. 

Although Thomas F.. Roach, in charge 
of the foreign department of the shoe 
company, refused to discuss the deal, 
the shoe trade learned a Hamilton-

His presence became known to Freneh 
officials, who opened negotiations with 
him to supply 1,000,000 pairs of shoes to 
the army. The deal was taken up by 
cable with the house in St. Louts, and 
it is reported, was closed, with the pro- 
vision. that cash for payment must be 
put in bank. 

American manufacturers refuse to ship 
goods abroad unless immediate payment 
in cash is guaranteed, as countries at 
war have declared a moratorium, post- 
poning the payment of debts.

To raise a hundred 
millions a year from added taxes on beer, spirits 
and tobacco, will not add appreciably to Ameri- 
can cost of living. And, as a Philadelphia con- 
temporary observes, if there are any sources 
under the sun from which taxes may be invited 
in perfectly good conscience, those sources are 
liquor and the weed. The smoker and the drink- 
er and the industries which supply their luxuries 
are able to support many of the trials of govern- 
ment in peace as well as war. 
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A COONTRAST. 

While European nations were betting millions 
of human lives on the chance of gaining new ter- 
ritory, new trade, new authority for their ruling 
classes, the United States Senate, on Wednesday, 
Sept. 2, completed the trust legislative program 
for this session of Congress by adopting Culber- 
son’s amendment to the Clayton bill, in that 
amendment declaring, for the first time in any na- 
tional parliament, that “the labor of a human be- 
ing is not a commodity or an article of commerce.”

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CONCERNING SPECTAOCLED DUOKS. 
Alaskan advices report Lord William Percy has 
shot a “speotacled” elder duck after crawling on 
his belly half a mile to get within gun range of 
it. This species of duck, we are told, “has been 
supposed to be extinct.” 

That supposition has not been shared by any- 
body resident in the big towns. Thanks to bad

years later we find him filling minor offices in the 
great bureaus and departments of the Vatican at 
Rome. His abilities impressed themselves on the 
late Cardinal ‘Rampolla when Secretary of State, 
who made him assistant secretary. Many will see 
in the election of the favorite a triumph of those 
who desired Rampolla as head of the church, a 
desire which survived defeat in 1903 untfi the 
great Cardinal’s death last winter. 

The circumstances under which the choice has 
fallen on Chiesa will assuredly become memorable 
in church history—almost all Europe embroiled 
and Italy itself wavering between war and peace. 
Even the mediéval war storms that increased so 
greatly the burden of the papacy were not as ter- 
rific and widespread. 

As he was Archbishop of Bologna, it is easy to 
see why the new pontiff takes the title of Benedict 
XV. The last Pope of that name, who died in 
1758, was also Archbishop of Bologna. But the 
world will see an appropriateness in the selection 
in view of the conditions surrounding the begin- 
ning of his service in the Vatican chair. The 
pontificates of nearly all the Benedicts have been 
tempestuous. The very first one was troubled by 
plagues and famines and Lombard attacks. Some 
of them were great reformers, but were resisted in 
the exercise of their authority.. Some were as- 
sailed by rivals, some were exiled, some were mur- 
dered. War’s horrors were familiar to very many 
of them. 

Even Benedict XIV, the scholar, the defender of 
the Indians of Brazil and Paraguay against cruel- 
ties, the author, whose works fill 12 quarto vol- 
umes, was not elected until after a struggle in 
the conclave that continued for months. 

SOUND MONEY WAREHOUSES. 

If warehouse certificates for some perishable 
farm products are as good as Government bonds 
for securing bank note issues, why are not ware- 
house certificates for products of all sorts and 
conditions as good? If grain certificates are rec- 
ognized, why not recognize certificates for grain- 
consuming livestock? As the home of the peer- 
less Missouri hen, this State is interested in havy- 
ing poultry products recognized, {f ham and bacon 
are to be recognized. And if sound money ware- 
houses for poultry products do no violence to cur- 
rency theories, surely sound-money warehouses 
for dairy products will do none. 

Why show any discrimination? Why not recog- 
nize sound money certificates for cordwood and 
railroad ties and hooppoles? 
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A LONG WAR—OUR CHANCE. 
Nothing could be more damaging to American 
interests than the prevalence of a notjern that the 
European war will be ended in a ‘few weeks. 
Lloyds is said to be offering even money that the 
war will be over by December 1 and odds on longer 
periods; but gamblers are in possession of no more 
facts than the statesmen of the contending Pow- 
ers who are making their preparations for a long 
conflict. All the factors in the problem point to 
the continuance of hostilities for a year or more. 
Great Britain has only fairly begun the mobiliza- 
tion of her Colonial armies; France will need a 
longer period than the Sea King to assemble her 
armies from over sea. The final alignment of na- 
tions friendly to the Triple Alliance or to the 
Triple Entente has yet to be determined, and, 
when determined, their forces must be gathered 
for action. - 
Neither France, Germany nor Russia should be 
expected to sue for peace until their resources are 
utterly exhausted and their dominions laid waste. 
Such events cannot occur in a few weeks of the 
most strenuous war. With the entrance of Turkey, 
Greece and Italy into the conflict, and the pos- 
sible entrance of Spain, the field of operations 
will be so extended that decisive results will be 
delayed for months and—maybe—for years. 

It behooves American manufacturers to prepare 
for a continuance of the struggle far beyond the 
limit set by gamblers and oversanguine partisans. 
Stuffs that we have imported may be made at 
home if we take the proper view of the situation 
and begin now the development of the means for 
their manufacture. Markets which we have al- 
lowed Europe to monopolize may be entered with 
profit if we begin and prosecute our endeavor to 
sell goods there. 

Even should the war conclude at or near the 
time the gamblers set, the disorganization of war 
will so militate against European manufacturers 
that months must elapse before they will have the 
men, the money, the organization to re-enter the 
‘markets of the world, or supply the needs of their 
own people. A sane and safe view of the situation, 
from a trade standpoint, is that the United States 
has from one to three years in which to build up 
effective factories of goods formerly imported and 
gain the trade in markets war has compelled Eu- 
rope to abandon.

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CHARGE THEY PAID 
FOREMAN FOR JOB 


Granite City Prosecutor and Il- 
linois Labor Commissioner 
Start an Investigation. 


The prosecuting authorities of Granite 
City and the State Labor Commissioner 
of Illinois are investigating complaints 
that certain foremen of the American 
Steel Foundry Co. have extorted sums 
of money from laborers and mill work- 
ers for giving them or permitting them 
to hold jobs in the plant. 

City Attorney Steel of Granite City 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
his investigation showed that during 
the last five weeks several thousand 
dollars had been paid to the foremen by 
the laborers. Stee] laid the results of 
his investigations before the Attorney- 
General of Illinois and was advised by 
him to take up the matter with the State 
Labor Commissioner, which he has done. 

An Illinois statute makes it unlawful 
for the foreman or superintendent of 
any factory to exact money from em- 
ployes for giving them positions or per- 
mitting them to hold them. 

The system of extorting money from 
laborers in the foundry was exposed, ac-~- 
cording to Steel, when an Armenian 
named Arweggian was arrested on @ 
charge of forging the name of another 
laborer to a pay check. Arweggian was 
prosecuted fer forgery. He explained 
that he forged the name of his fellow 
employe to a check to get even, as he 
had been compelled to pay a foreman 
for his job. 

Investigation Begun. 

Policeman Peter Sehoyan, an Armeni- 
an, was instructed by the Granite City 
officials to investigate Arweggian’s com- 
plaint. Sehoyan went into the foundry 
and talked with many of his country- 
men. He took 20 of them before City At- 
torney Steel and they made affidavits 
that they had paid their foremen of the 
departments in which they were em- 
ployed for giving them jobs. 

Steel said that the facts had been 
laid before the Deputy Labor Com- 
missioner in East St. Louis, and that 
he expected warrants would be issued 
against several foremen within the 
next few days. 

The superintendent of the factory, 
Andrew Walcher, said he had no 
knowledge that the foremen had ex- 
torted money from the laborers, but 
if the complaints could be verified, 
he would immediately discharge all 
the foremen implicated. 

The American Steel Foundry Co. 1s 
one of the branches of the Steel 
Trust, and employs thousands of men, 
when operating at its maximum ca- 
pacity. Most of the men are Armen- 
ians, Rumanians and other Southern 
European nationalities. 

Four Affidavits. 

William Roach of the Labor Commis- 
sioner’s office in East St. Louis, having 
charge. of the Free Employment Bu- 
reau,.said that Sehoyarn had submitted 
four affidavits to him, which purported 
to show that the men who made them 
had paid an aggregate of $100 to certain 
persons in the foundry. 

Roach, said he transmitted the affi- 
davits to R. J. Knight in Chicago, chief 
inspector of private employment agen 
cles, and expected to receive instruc- 
tion from him in a few days as to how 
to proceed. The offense complained of 
against the foundry foremen, Roach 


prohibiting the operation of a private 
employment agency without a license. 
The law fixes the fine at $0 to $209, 
Roach said. 

Roach declared that it was a common 
matter for a laborer or mill worker to* 
pay for the privilege of getting a steadv 
job. He said that a thorough investi- 
gation ought to be made of the system 
in vogue there, and that if Knight gave 
him instructions to proceed he would 
ask for warrants against the foremen 
who are alleged to have extorted money 
from the employes.
